A Chance for a Northern Negro. 

We printed yesterday the statement of a 
northern negro as to the treatment received by 
the colored people among the white people 
who make ita habit to mourn in their news- 
papers and on their platforms over the de- 
plorable condition of the negroes in the 
south. This northern negro, who is a law- 
yer and an ed@pr, and who must necessarily 
understand the situation there, asserts that 
his race is crowded out of all business, and 
is permitted to hold only the most servile 
positions. 

The other side of the picture is to be found 
in a letter sent to the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat by a southern negro. This negro 
is so well satisfied that his race is better 
treated in the south, than in the north, that 
he offers to put the matter toa test. His 


letter is as follows 

Boviogrn, P. O., Iberville Parish, La., December 
20, 1848.—To the Editor of the Times-Democrat: In 
your paper of this date my attention is called to the 
following statement: 

“THE NEGRO IN THE NORTH, 

“A tow days 0,0 tlfe Times Democrat called at- 
tention to the fact that the negro was treated mauch 
woree in the north than in the south, being cruwded 
out of a}! the trades and industries, whereas here be 
is always ceriain of employment,” 

Now, sir, I desire to throw out this wager to any 
colored man north of the Ohio river: 

First, I would say that inthe parish of Iberville, 
Za., within the last fiya years,] have competed 
againstabout fifiy white levee contractors before 
the state board of engineers, under Governors Mc- 
Enery aud Nicholls, I have been under bond to 
the state of Louisiana for $35,009, and will have con- 
etructed, when my present levees in Iberville are 
completed, $35,000 worth of levee work, the work 
being done with white superintendents and colored 
superintendents, white laborers and colored labor- 
ers, working side by side and for the same wages, 
Now, tothe point: Ifany-colored man north of the 
Ohio river will send me at Soulouque, La., a certi- 
fied certificate from the secretary ofstate of any 
of the states north of the Ohio, showing that said 
colored nan did in person compete before a beard 
of state public works, and that he had charge of a 
slate work for over $2,000, and was under bond 
therefor, and that he had uw: @>r him white superin 
ttndents and colored superintendents, white labor- 
ers and colored laborers, all working forthe same 
finount of wages, according to their positions on his 
works, I will ship to his address, freight paid, a Jer- 
eey heifer, which is registered in the American Jer- 
sey Cattle Book of New York, and is worth $250, 
This wager will be kept open for ninety days. White 
and colored newspapers iu the United S:ates please 
copy. I speak not asa democrat, but asa Grant, 
Blairic and Harrison republican ofthe south.

There seems to be some trouble in New 
Orleans about smoking cars on the street 
railways. ‘The newspapers there are print- 
ing editorials on the subject, and some of 
the citizens of the place are writing com- 
munications, Quite a controversy seems to 
have sprung up. 

Ladies who get on the smoking cars com- 
plain of the nuisance, and men who smoke 
complain because the ladies ride in those 
particular cars. The theory is that if there 
are smoking cars the ladies should not ride 
in them, or that if they do ride, they should 
make no complaint. 

Well, the remedy is a very simple one. 

Abolish the smoking cars. There is ho more 
necessity for them than there is for drink- 
ing cars.

The County Election of Tomorrow and the 
tequisitesto a Vote—The Work the Gen- 
eral Council Has Before It. 


This will be an off year in Atlanta politics. 
Still several important ‘elections will take 
place before 1890 rolls around. 

The elections will be of a municipal nature 
throughout, with asingle exception, and that 
exception is the election of tomorrow. 


all 


Tomorrow the election for county officers 
takes place. An ordinary, a sheriff, a clerk of 
courts, a tax collector, a tax receiver, a treas- 
urer, & surveyor and a coroner are to be 
chosen. The candidates for all these offices 
have been selected by the primary and they 
are all now having a walk over except Mr. 
Stewart, the candidate for collector. Mr. 
Stewart had a hard fight with Mr. 
Clem Harris and won, but he now 
finds a strong independent in the field. How- 
ever, Mr. Stewart is too sound a democrat.to 
lag. He realizes that as the nominee of the 
party he must work, and he is working. He 
has but one request to make and that is that 
all democrats come to the polls tomorrow and 
yote. 

Somehow a novel feature has crept into the 
election. In the state constitution there is a 
clause which reads: 

‘‘And shall have paid all taxes which may here- 
after be required of him, and which he may have 
hadan opportunity of paying agreeably to law, 
except for the year of the election,’ 

Should any one challenge a voter, he must 
swear that he bas paid all taxesof the year 
previous to that in which the election is held. 
The election takes place on the second day of 
the year, and, by the clause, the taxes for 
1888 must be paid. The tuxesfor the “‘pre- 
vious” year. as it is in this case, are gencrally 
paid several months later. . 

What will be the result? 

The tax oftices will be closed today, and if 
the law is rigidly carried out a voter will be 
compelled to pay his taxes for ’88, and then 
with his receipt in hand go to the polls and 
vote. However there are many, very many, 
voters who have paid their taxes and conse- 
quently will have no trouble about the ballot, 

It is simply the story of the ant and the 
sluggard. | 

If you have been diligent in paying your 
taxes you yote; if not—then why not? 

The other elections—those in which the 
city figures—will be elections by the council. 
This fall, however, there will be an election 
by the people when six councilmen aud two 
aldermen will be voted for. 


The new council, with Mr: Glenn as mayor, 
will open the elections at their first meeting— 
next Monday. Two members of the board of 
health will then be voted for. Dr. 
Armstrong and Mr; Aaron Haas, now 
members of that board will have served their 
term. Dr. Armstrong will be re-elected and 
will in the future, as in the past, make a 
faithful and efficient member of the board. 
Mr. Haas, however, declines a re-election. 
Ile does so because he has recently been 
elected a member of the board of water 
commissioners. The water question has been 
a pet hobby of Mr. Haas for years, and he 
wants to give it all his time. The present 
indications are that Mayor Cooper will leave 
the executive chair to take a place on the 
water board. The water bx ard in that event 
will gain what the city council loses—a mighty 
good man, 


Then the new council will probably elect a 
= r of the water board for the fifth ward. 
Mr. M. L. Collier is aimember from the fifth 

ae but since his election he has moved out 
of his ward. The law may be read that a re- 
moval means a vacation. 

In March a member of the board of police 
commissioners will be chosen. Mr. Kk. M. 
Martin goes out, and hischair must be filled. 
Already there are many candidates in the 
field. Mr. Martin will accept a re-clection— 
he has made a fine commissioner. Frank Les- 
ter, the popular book seller, will be urged by 
his friends to make therace. H. M. Beutell, 
the retiring fifth ward coyncilmean, is square- 
ly in the race and is working for the 
place. Mayor Cooper’s name has been sug- 
gested. Mr. Steve Postell wants only a ma- 
jority of votes to make him swear in.

The board of police commissioners held a 

call meeting last night to consider the charges 
ayainst Patro!man Waits and Watkins. 

“There were present Chairman English and 
Commissioners Brown, Brotherton and 
Martin. 

The chargeagainst the two officers was neg- 
fect of duty in failing to be present at a fire 
which occurred on their beat. 

The only witness against the patrolmen was 
Acting Captain Whidby. The defense showed 
that the fire was very small and attracted lit- 
tle attention. _ It all occurred on Christmas 
eve, and the continual explosions of fire crack- 
ers and rockets made it next to impossible to 
hear the alarm. Thetwo patrolmen were in 
the rear of their wards, over a mile from the 
station where the alarm was sounded. 

The commissioners went into secret session, 
and agreed to dismiss the charges with a 
reprim: and. The reprimand was administered, 
and both patrolmen went back on duty at 12 
o’cleck. 

A resolution was passed forbidding the pa- 
trolmen to walk together on their beats. 
Heretofore it has been customary for the two 
partners on a beat at night to go their rounds 
togethor, 

The commissioners say it must stop. 

It was also decided that no extra pay should 
bé allowed the patrolmen for extra work. 
This was always done under the twelve hour 

watch, but the position taken last night was 
that ander the eight hour system the patrol- 
men are considered on duty in case of any 
emergency, and not entitled to extra pay for 
an occasional extra serv ‘ice.

Colonel George W. Adiar’s communication 
on the subject of the inebriate asylum has 
created cousiderable interest and evoked a 
number of expressions from prominent men 
on the subject, 

Below isacard from Mr. W.G. Whidby, 
secretary of the Inebriate asylum commission: 

Evitors CoNscitution: The discussion of the 
eulject of an inebriate asylum is a timely one, and 
in order that the public may know something 
avout wWoat is doing in the matter I call your atten- 
tion to the following facis: 

The general assembly two years ago, on motion 
of Hon, P. G. Veazey, of Taliaferro, passed the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

“Whereas, The matter of the care, cure and re- 
storation to health ani usecfuimess of men habitu- 
ally addicted to alcoholic stimulants and opiates is 
attracting the aitention of philanthropists gener- 
ally;and whereas, the m:tter is. one worthy of 
cereful consideration and investigation, therefore, 
1 be it resolved by the house of representatives, 
Phat the following gentlemen be requested to serve 
&S 2 Commission to investigate the utility and feasi-. 
bility of establishing tn this state an asylum for the 
cure of inebriates and those addicted to the use of 
opiates, viz.: Dr. Eugene Foster of Augusta, Dr. J. 
P. Logan of Atlanta, W. B. Hill of Macon, R. N. 
Lamar and Dr. T. 0. Powell of Milledzeyiile, Lr. 
J, T. DeJarnette of Putnam county, Dr. Seth N. 
Jordan of Columbus, W. G. Whidby of DeKalb, Rev. 
J. G, Gibson of Crawford, Hon. Howell Cobb of 
A‘hens, Colonel J. H. Estill of Savannah and Hon. 
H.W. J. Ham of Hall, provided they serve without 
cost to the state, : 

Resolved, That when they arrive at a conclusion 
they be anthorized to lay their report before the 
governor, with the request to submit the same to 
the next general assembly, in his d seretion, with 
such recommendation as he may deem best,”’ 

The commission met in Atlanta on the 2d of 
April, 1888, and organized by electing Dr. J. P. 
Logan, chairman, and W, "G. Whidby, secretary. 
The commission instructed its officers to request 
Governor Gordon to aid them by asking some 75 or 
80 insiitutions to forward their annual reports. 
Governor Gordon kindly sent ont the request in the 
following words; “Executive Department, State of 
Georgia, Atlanta, April 2, 1888,—Dear Sir: In ac- 
cordance with the above request,« please forward to 
this office a copy of your last annual report, John 
B. Gordon.’’ : 

Over one hundred reports were received and dis- 
tributed among the members of the commission, In 
October last they compicted their report, and it 
was subinitted in Noyember last to Governor Gor- 
don, who has it vow, The report treats ive>riety 
as @ disease, and as one that should be treated by a 
state institution, They declare that it is not sound 
policy to have inebriates sent to the lunetic asylum 
for treatinent, as sixty-two had been sent upto the 
time of making theitreport. They recommend the 
establishment of one somewhere in upper Georgia, 
under diferent officers than the Juuatic asylum, 
and estimate that one capable of caring 
for ore hundred inmates will. cost $50,(€00. 
In their opinion the institution wiil be 
nearly self-sus‘aining, as many will be pay patients, 
The report covers the whole question, and will be 
found valuable to members of the general assembly 
In establishing such an institation. Senator Ed- 
wards, who is warmly enlisted in favorof such an 
Institution, was furnished by the secretary with 
several reports of incbriate asylums.

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ya Total Ectipre of ihe Sun on New Year's 
Day—Who Will Find Those Planets— 
Other News. 


Look out for the eclipse. 

It isn’t often that the year starts out with a 
total eclipse and for this reason, and for other 
reasons, New Year’s day '89 will be a memor- 
able one 

it will be a total eclipse of the sun and aside 
from the popular interest that always attaches 
to such an eclipse, heightened by the fact that 
for the first time in centuries the eclipse oe- 
curs on New Year’s day, there is a peculiarly 
favorable state of affairs that makes it of the 
highest possible interest to astronomers and 
scientific men in general, 

In other words, it’s the most important 
eclipse of which there is any record. 

Get your smoked glass ready and watch the 
sun. 

An eclipse of the sun is caused by the passage 
of the moon between the sun and the earth. 
The three are on a straight line and from the 
side of the moon away from the sun, and to- 

wards thé earth, there extends up into space a 
black conical shadow, the point of the cone 
making a shadow about 100 miles in circum- 
ference, aud as the earth revolves the black 
circular shadow describes a belt 100. miles 
wide. In this belt the eclipse is total. 

sesides the black shadow, there isa lighter 
shadow, or penumbra, which traces a 
much wider be!t than the oth- 
er, and in this belt the eclipse is partial. 

The belt in which the eclipse is total ex- 
tends in a northeasterly direction through Cak 
ifornia, Nevada, Idaho and Montana, ending 
just beyond the Canada line, near Lake Win- 
hipeg. 

The leading observers of the United States, 
andnumbers of them from Europe, will be 
stationed in California. U nfortunately the 
great Lick observatory is not in this belt, but 
about ene hundred miles south of it. The 
finest apparatus in the world is here and the 
most delicate work possible. Professor Le- 
Conte and party will be stationed with all the 
movable apparatus ata point in the total 
eclipse belt, 

In this belt are Yellowstone park and Fort 
Buford, and in addition to the parties of science, 


numbers of parties will go to these places 


from the surrounding states. 

The most important astronomical problem 
to be solved today is as to the existence of a 
planet between Mercury and the sun. For 
years this has been a mooted question, and 
though the first hint of the existence of the 
planet came froma French amateur astrono- 
mer, American scientists have been most 
prominent and sanguine in sustaining the 
theory. 

At any rate, the scientists of the entire ciy- 
ilized world are watching with the keenest in- 
terest for the result of today’s observation. 

Then, again, there are many puzzling ques- 
tions as tothe corona. In the first place, is 
the corona, or crown of light around the sun’s 
blaek dise, an actual appendage of the sun? 
Are those jagged points of light mountains 
of flame upon the sun’s surface, or is it alla 
mere optical delusion? Of late years this lat- 
ter theory has advanced -wonderfully and 
every total eclipse, however brief or however 
unfavorable for observation, have been watched 
and recorded by dozens of trained observers. 
The use of photography in recording the 
phenomena has been of the greatest import- 
ance, and the use of photography today will be 
more general and more effectual than ever 
before. 

But the scientists will have all that to them- 
selves and not all the people that see the 
echpse tomorrow will ever know or care 
whether there is a planet between Mercury and 
the sun, or whether the fantastic forms around 
the sun’s disc vre real or imaginary. 

The sailors along the Pacific coast will forget 
everything but that black shadow and watch 
it in ‘silence and awe. The miners in the 
great northwest and the fur hunters in Canada 
willlay down their picks and guns and traps, 
and the northwest Indians will tell their ugly 
papooses that the great spirit is sleeping. 
Away off in China and India and frozen Sibe- 
ria, the rural] Asiatics will beat gongs and 
drums and ring the bells to ward off cholera— 
the black disease. 

In Atlanta this afternoon, between 4 and 5 
o'clock, you can watch through your smoked 
glass and reflect that it will be centuries and 
centuries before auother total eclipse happens 
on New Yeur's. 

And, maybe, some Atlanta man will discover 
that other planet.
